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NEW chairman Ralph

Saints were all over Norwich 
from the word go, with Dejan 
Lovren coming close to opening 
the scoring inside two minutes, 
rising to meet James Ward- 
Prowse’s corner, only to put his 
header from about eight yards 
out over the bar. 

Shortly afterwards, Nathaniel 
Clyne raced clear down the right

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and squared a perfectly-weighted 
ball into the path of Adam 
Lallana’s run. The Saints skipper 
hit it first time, from just inside 
the area, but was denied by a 
superb block from Ryan Bennett. 

Seconds later, though, the pres¬ 
sure told, as the hosts strung 
together a sublime move. 

Steven Davis’ pass into the feet 
of Rodriguez was laid-off to 
Gaston Ramirez, who curled a 
first-time ball into the path of 
Schneiderlin, who had broken in 
behind the Norwich defence. 

As John Ruddy came out to 
close him down, the midfielder 
calmly slotted the ball past the 
keeper and into the far corner. 

Saints threatened to go further 
in front when Davis glanced a 
Ramirez free-kick wide of the far 
post. 

Saints’ dominance was clearly 
to the delight of Krueger and 
owner Katharina Liebherr, who 


were pictured smiling and shar¬ 
ing a laugh in the directors’ box. 

A glorious angled ball from 
Ramirez then picked out the run 
of Rodriguez down the inside-left 
channel, with only Joseph Yobo’s 
fine last-ditch tackle denying 
him. 

Another pass from the 
Uruguayan, this time in the 20th 
minute, worked its way across 
the area to Davis, who took a 
touch before dragging a left-foot 
shot wide. 

The Uruguayan went for goal 
himself moments later, but his 
low, curling effort towards the 
far corner from just outside the 
box was off target. 

For all of Saints’ pressure, the 
home side had occasionally 
looked vulnerable at the back, 
entirely through their own doing, 
and Jose Fonte risked embar¬ 
rassment in the 30th minute. 

The defender miscontrolled the

was pounced on by Elmander, 
who prodded past Boruc. 

Immediately, the visitors 
scored a second. This time it was 
Guly with the poor pass, which 
was intercepted. The ball was 
worked to Elmander, whose shot 
across goal was saved by a diving 
Boruc, but Snodgrass turned in 
the rebound at the near post. 

Five minutes of injury time 
were announced, with Redmond 
nearly latching onto Snodgrass’ 
chipped pass over the top, before 
Pochettino killed some time by 
bringing on Gallagher for 
Rodriguez. 

Saints finished the game with 
ten men, as Lovren limped off 
after colliding with teammate 
Davis. 

But they still managed to add a 
fourth, with Davis pouncing on 
Alex Tettey’s slip, sprinting for¬ 
ward and playing in Gallagher. 

Ruddy got a piece of his shot, 
but the ball spun over the keeper 
and just edged over the line to 
cap a mad ending. 


Artur Boruc, whose kicking 
had been dreadful all afternoon, 
nearly gifted Norwich an equalis¬ 
er, with a terrible short pass 
towards Schneiderlin just out¬ 
side the area. 

It was well off target, forcing 
the Frenchman to slide in and get 
a crucial touch before Norwich 
pounced. 

Pochettino made his first sub¬ 
stitution in the 55th minute, 
replacing Lallana with Lambert. 

A few eyebrows were raised at 
the captain being withdrawn, but 
it was a move that paid dividends 
within two minutes. 

Fonte’s lofted ball forward was 
found its way through to 
Lambert, who deftly cut inside 
Yobo before stroking the ball 
past Ruddy. 


It would have been a relief for 
Lambert, who had not scored in 
his previous five, and had the 
England manager, Roy Hodgson, 
watching on from the stands. 

Snodgrass was then booked for 
a foul on Luke Shaw, before 
Pochettino brought on Guly do 
Prado for Ramirez, who received 
a standing ovation. 

Norwich boss Chris Hughton 
made a triple substitution after 
65 minutes, taking off Johnson, 
Hooper and Pilkington, and 
throwing on Ricky van 
Wolfswinkel, Elmander and 
Nathan Redmond. 

Lambert nearly put Saints com¬ 
pletely out of sight with 20 min¬ 
utes left, but, under pressure 
from Steven Whittaker, he fired 
just wide from 18 yards after 


being picked out by Clyne’s pass. 

It wasn’t long until the striker 
did help his side find a third, 
though. 

Guly broke through the 
Norwich defence brilliantly, only 
to be denied at close range by a 
fine Ruddy stop. 

The rebound looped to 
Lambert, who could have shot, 
but showed tremendous pres¬ 
ence of mind to square the ball to 
Rodriguez in space, and the for¬ 
ward slammed into an unguard¬ 
ed net for his 14th of the season. 

Rodriguez nearly added anoth¬ 
er in the 81st minute, with a glo¬ 
rious curling effort across goal 
that hit the angle of post and 
crossbar. 

Seconds later, Lambert should 
have made it 4-0, being slipped in 
by Davis, only for Ruddy to stop 
his low drive with his right leg. 

The game looked dead and 
buried, but Norwich were hand¬ 
ed a lifeline with five minutes 
left, when a terrible pass from 
Fonte across his own backline

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Saints taught 
‘great lesson’ 

SAINTS boss Mauricio 
Pochettino said his team were 
taught a “great lesson” after 
nearly throwing away a three- 
goal lead against Norwich. 

Saints led 3-0 with five minutes 
left at St Mary’s, but then gifted 
the Canaries two goals in a mat¬ 
ter of seconds to set up a ner¬ 
vous finale. 

Sam Gallagher’s strike deep 
into injury time ensured a 4-2 
win, but Pochettino, pictured 
above, said they must learn from 
their late lapse in concentration. 

“It’s a great lesson that we 
have to learn from today’s 
game,” he said. “We’re a young 
side that’s still growing, and the 
main lesson today is that, obvi¬ 
ously, the game is not finished 
until the final whistle has blown. 

“We’re well satisfied with the 
game at 3-0, but it goes to show 
that when you lose a little bit of 
focus, you lay your guard down, 
we basically made two quick 
mistakes. 

“We conceded two soft goals 
and, again, it is a lesson we have 
to learn.” 

Pochettino also revealed that 
Dejan Lovren, who limped off in 
the dying stages, had suffered a 
particularly unfortunate - not to 
mention painful - injury. 

“Basically, one of his testicles 
was stepped on by another play¬ 
er and I’m pretty sure that one 
testicle is quite inflamed, quite 
swollen,” he said.

YOU could not escape the 
feeling that Saints were 
embarking on an exciting 
new era as Ralph Krueger 
and Katharina Liebherr sur¬ 
veyed a sunlit St Mary’s. 

Every photographer had their 
lens trained in on the happy 
couple before Saints’ first game 
under Krueger’s chairmanship. 

On the pitch, we were treated 
to fabulous entertainment, cer¬ 
tainly during the second half. 

Krueger must have been par¬ 
ticularly delighted with Saints’ 
offensive play, Morgan 
Schneiderlin ensuring a half¬ 
time lead before Rickie 
Lambert, Jay Rodriguez and 
Sam Gallagher secured the 
points during a thrilling last 
half hour. 

For long periods, Ramirez and 
Rodriguez looked like a part¬ 
nership as promising as the 
Krueger/Liebherr alliance. 

A fifth-minute move that 
began with Steven Davis ended 
with Schneiderlin slotting past 
John Ruddy after a beautiful 
pass from Ramirez, following a 
well-weighted lay-off from 
Rodriguez, who started in place 
of Lambert. 

While he has been a largely 
disappointing buy, no-one has 
ever questioned the ability of 
Ramirez, a club-record signing 
when he arrived for £12m from 
Bologna 18 months ago. 

He showed the sort of vision 
that made Saints stump up that 
cash when he raked a glorious 
30-yard pass to Rodriguez, 
which so nearly created anoth¬ 
er opening. 

Ramirez threatened again, 
curling a nonchalant left-footer 
wide from 20 yards out, but the 
first half drifted to an anti-cli¬ 
mactic close. It proved to be the 
calm before a riotous second 
period. 

Krueger and Liebherr were 
treated to a Lambert goal just 
before the hour. Having 
replaced the relatively quite 
Adam Lallana, Lambert slotted

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in a timely first goal in six 
games. 

Amid all the interest in 
Krueger, it almost went unno¬ 
ticed that Roy Hodgson had 
made the trip down the M3 once 
again. 

The England manager was 
given another goal for thought 
when Rodriguez extended 
Saints’ lead. 

Rodriguez slammed in his 
14th of the season from six 
yards after Guly Do Prado, hav¬ 
ing come on for Ramirez, went 
past two Norwich defenders 
after receiving Lambert’s cute 
pass.

Guly was denied from point- 
blank range by John Ruddy, 
but the ricochet bounced in J- 
Rod’s favour and Saints’ top 
scorer made no mistake, before 
thumping the angle of post and 
crossbar with a missile-like 30- 
yarder. 

There was a but, however. 
Saints lost their focus in the 
late afternoon session, with 
Jose Fonte and Guly guilty of 
two poor passes that allowed 
Johan Elmander and Robert 
Snodgrass to give Norwich 
hope of stealing a point. 

But Gallagher’s first Premier 
League goal soon provided 
another reminder of Saints’ 
exciting future. 

A high-scoring springtime 
win against Norwich will 
always draw comparison with 
the thrilling 4-3 win under 
Harry Redknapp nine years 
ago, at the end of Saints’ longest 
spell in the top flight. 

Few who were there will ever 
forget that match, but unlike 
this one it came at the end of an 
era. 

Both clubs were soon relegat¬ 
ed and would drop into League 
One before being reunited in 
the Premier League two years 
ago. 

Norwich might slip through 
the Premier League’s trapdoor 
once again, but it seems Saints 
have everything to look for¬ 
ward to under Krueger, 
Liebherr and, hopefully, 
Mauricio Pochettino.

Basement boys

With Magpies boss 
Alan Pardew watch¬ 
ing via video link 
from the team hotel 
due to his three- 
match stadium ban 
for headbutting 
Hull’s David Meyler, 
Fulham substitute 
Ashkan Dejagah hit 
the only goal of a 1-0 
victory on 68 min¬ 
utes. 

Another manager 
under scrutiny of late 
has been West Brom’s 
Pepe Mel, who had 
failed to deliver a win 
since taking the job 
in January. 

That changed in 
dramatic fashion on 
Saturday as Youssouf 
Mulumbu’s late 
strike earned the 
Baggies a 2-1 victory 
at Swansea. 


Roland Lamah 
scored for the Swans 
after two minutes, 
only for Stephane 
Sessegnon to 
equalise in the 52nd 
minute. Mel then 
punched the air in 
celebration as 
Mulumbu bent the 
ball past Michael 
Vorm with five min¬ 
utes remaining. 

The victory lifts 
West Brom three 
points clear of the 
relegation zone after 
18th-placed Cardiff 
lost 2-1 at the death 
in their meeting with 
Europa League-chas¬ 
ing Evert on. 

On-loan Barcelona 
forward Gerard 
Deulofeu (59) and 
Juan Cala (68) 
exchanged goals in 
the second half and it 
looked like the points 
would be shared until 
Seamus Coleman 
fired a winner for the 
Toffees three minutes 
into stoppage time. 

Stoke came from 
behind to enter the 
top half of the table, 
Peter Odemwingie’s 
brace proving deci¬ 
sive in a 3-1 home vic¬ 
tory over West Ham. 

It took the Hammers 
only five minutes to 
take the lead through 
Andy Carroll but 
Odemwingie levelled 
in the 32nd minute 
before adding a sec¬ 
ond goal ten minutes 
after Marko 
Arnautovic notched 
on 69 minutes. 

Elsewhere, 
Sunderland remain 
marooned in the drop 
zone after playing out 
a goalless draw with 
Crystal Palace at the 
Stadium of Light. 


MORE SAINTS v NORWICH REACTION IN MONDAY’S ECHO 
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REFEREE Fred Graham took 
centre stage as Cherries’ 
attempts to win a fourth 
Championship game in suc¬ 
cession were thwarted follow¬ 
ing a 0-0 draw with 
Middlesbrough today. 

The Essex-based official’s 
baffling decision to disallow a 
first-half effort by Lewis 
Grabban denied Cherries the 
lead and, ultimately, proved 
pivotal to the contest ending 
in stalemate. 

Graham deemed Grabban 
had fouled Boro’s Dimitrios 
Konstantopoulos, although 
the goalkeeper appeared to 
drop the ball to prevent him¬ 
self from carrying it out of his 
18-yard box. 

Although Grabban poked 
the ball home from an acute 
angle, his strike was chalked 
off just before the interval. 

Mohamed Coulibaly was 
drafted in for his first start 
since the opening day of the 
season as Eddie Howe made 
one change to the Cherries 


starting line-up. 

Coulibaly, fully recovered 
from Achilles and calf 
injuries, replaced Scotsman 
Ryan Fraser, who was named 
among the Cherries substi¬ 
tutes. 

Boro striker Danny Graham 
blazed the first chance high 
over the crossbar after 
Tommy Elphick’s stray pass 
had been seized on by Dean 
Whitehead inside the opening 
60 seconds. 

Despite looking threatening 
and attacking with pace, 
Cherries failed to test visiting 
goalkeeper Konstantopoulos 
during the early stages with 
the Boro defence standing 
firm in front of the Greek 
stopper. 

Referee Fred Graham, fol¬ 
lowing a consultation with his 
assistant Dan Cook, opted to 
only book Grant Leadbitter 
after the midfielder had 
kicked out at Matt Ritchie 
during an off-the-ball incident 
in full view of the Main Stand. 


Boro had an escape after 20 
minutes when defender 
George Friend headed a prob¬ 
ing free kick from Ian Harte 
narrowly over his own cross¬ 
bar. 

Friend then threw himself in 
front of a Ritchie piledriver 
before Steve Cook’s timely 
tackle prevented Whitehead 
from bursting clear midway 
through the first half. 

Referee Graham again took 
centre stage when he disal¬ 
lowed an effort from Lewis 
Grabban, the striker 
penalised for a mysterious 
foul on Konstantopoulos after 
the goalkeeper had dropped 
the ball in an attempt to stop 
carrying it out of his 18-yard 
box. 

Lee Tomlin ballooned a vol¬ 
ley into the North Stand after 
latching on to a cross from 
Mustapha Carayol before 
Andrew Surman skied a shot 
over the crossbar in first-half 
stoppage time. 

Ritchie’s cross-shot from a 
tight angle at the start of the 
second half thumped against 
the post before Surman’s 
effort was deflected for a cor¬ 
ner following good work by 
Coulibaly. 

Ben Gibson’s last-ditch tack¬ 
le on substitute Marc Pugh 
denied him a shooting chance 
from close range before 
Konstantopoulos pushed a 
rasping drive from Simon 
Francis over the crossbar. 

Cherries appealed in vain 
for a penalty after the ball had 
appeared to strike a defend¬ 
er’s arm, with Eunan O’Kane 
poking the loose ball over the 
top. 

Konstantopoulos pulled off a 
top-drawer save to parry 
Surman’s 20-yard effort five 
minutes from time before 
Carayol was carried off after 
falling awkwardly in the clos¬ 
ing seconds.

TWICE a year, South African football fans 
are treated to Africa’s most renowned 
derby. 

As with any local rivalry, bragging rights 
are on offer. 

Unlike most derbies, however, this one 
reaches further than 22 men doing battle 
on a football field. 

It reaches further than Monday morn¬ 
ing’s topic of discussion around water 
coolers country-wide. 

This derby is imbedded in South Africa’s 
history. 

During the dark days of Apartheid, foot¬ 
ball often provided the only glimpse of 
light. 

During the height of the struggle, 
Orlando Pirates’ and Kaizer Chiefs’ style 
of play could be seen as a symbol of the 
freedom their supporters so craved. 

Maverick talents would stir the crowd 
into a frenzy, with outrageous and 
expressive pieces of skill, often sitting 
higher on the agenda than the actual 
result. 

The exuberance shown on the field gave 
confidence and hope to those in the 
stands. 

While oppression reigned on the streets, 
it could be argued that it was football 
which dominated households. 

Although the Apartheid regime has 
gone, the importance of football has not. 

Some 90,000 fans will fill 
Johannesburg’s Soccer City this week¬ 
end, with just as much anticipation as 
they would have in the late 1970s. 

The excitement is already tangible here 
in South Africa. 

A casual drive through the bumper-to- 
bumper traffic on offer here in 
Johannesburg will show what it means to 
the population. 

Street vendors, as they are every week I 
guess, are kitted out in Chiefs or Pirates 
shirts. 

Taxi operators have the colours of their 
side painted, plastered, stuck or screwed 
onto their vehicles, with scarves, flags, 
and even the odd bone or two on show to 
support their respective teams. 

Pedestrians walking to work, whether 
sporting a suit or shorts, will have some 
reference to their loyalty on display. 

All of the other sporting fixtures on offer 
this weekend take a back seat to the 
derby. 

Super Rugby, the T20 World Cup, even 
the start of the Formula One season will 
be forgotten come kick-off this weekend. 

The latest fixture, in particular, carries 
some extra weight. 

Kaizer Chiefs, the defending champions 


and current table toppers, saw former 
coach Vladimir Vermezovic take charge 
of Orlando Pirates for the first time on 
Wednesday night. 

That means this, only his second game 
in charge, will be in front of 45,000 heck¬ 
ling Chiefs fans, hoping for the failure of 
his new troops. 

Pirates will have momentum going into 
the derby, having won their midweek fix¬ 
ture against fellow Soweto giants Moroka 
Swallows. 

The fixture also brought about the debut 
of one Lehnolo Majoro, the former Kaizer 
Chiefs forward, who crossed town to 
Pirates in the January transfer window. 

Majoro and his new teammates will 
have their work cut out for them. Despite 
Chiefs losing on Wednesday night, they 
have been the league’s stand-out team 
this season. 

Consistency is key to any campaign and 
Stuart Baxter, Chiefs’ current head 
coach, will know that, emotions aside, 
victory is key should his side want to 
keep their title defence on track. 

The past few episodes of this decades- 
old rivalry have failed to live up to expec¬ 
tations. 

With draws being the most common 
outcome in recent years, there are signs 
that this edition will have a far more 
exciting outcome. 

Pirates are not the team they once 
were. With managers coming and going, 
their league form has suffered. 

Despite being the first South African 
team in years to reach the African 
Champions League final against all odds, 
they are not the defensive unit they once 
were. 

Leaking goals against the league’s min¬ 
nows is a sign of the changing of the 
guard among the Pirates defence, with 
37-year-old club captain Lucky Legwhati 
not the commanding force he once was. 

There are positive signs at the opposite 
end of the pitch, though, with speedy 
wingers Dane Klate and Kermit Erasmus 
adding to new-boy Majoro’s threat to the 
Chiefs defence. 

Add to that the fact the Chiefs have 
strengthened their already-impressive 
front line with former Mamelodi 
Sundowns and Bafana Bafana stalwart 
Katlego Mphela, and we have a possibility 
of a lot of goals this time around. 

It’s hard to say who might come out vic¬ 
torious, as with any massive derby ten¬ 
sion can so often affect the players. 

Regardless of the result, though, the 
spectacle on offer is one not to be 
missed.

IT COULD well be the transfer 
that decides the title race, and 
a fairly innocuous one at that. 

The return of Nemanja Matic to 
Chelsea was hardly met with the 
fanfare that normally surrounds a 
£21m capture. 

Then again, he wasn’t exactly a 
new face to the Chelsea faithful. 

Having failed to make the grade 
following his arrival from MSK 
Kosice, the Serbian was shipped out 
to Benfica in a transfer that brought 
David Luiz the other way. Credit, 
though, must go to Chelsea for 
admitting the error of their ways, 
re-signing Matic after a number of 
eye-catching displays for the 
Portuguese club. 

It has ended up being money well 
spent, with the Blues unbeaten in 
eight Premier League games, win¬ 
ning six since his arrival. 

That run has seen them open up a 
seven-point gap at the top of the 
table. 

Wins over Manchester United, 
Manchester City, Everton and 
Tottenham have catapulted Jose 
Mourinho’s side into the role of title 
favourites, and Matic has played a 
key part in their transformation. 

Those victories listed above were 
built on a defensive solidity that was 
missing from Chelsea’s displays ear¬ 
lier in the season. 

Mourinho’s decision to return to a 
more pragmatic approach, with 
Matic as a key player in the system, 
has paid dividends. 

Before signing the Serbian mid¬ 
fielder, Chelsea had conceded 19 
goals in 21 Premier League games. 

However, since Mourinho inserted 
Matic in his team, they have kept 
five clean sheets, conceding just 
three goals in eight games. The 
Serbian has proved something of a 
revelation with the way that he has 
so quickly adapted to the pace of the 
English game. 

The Premier League is played at a 
frenetic pace, no more so than in the 
middle of the park, but Matic has 
taken to the challenge like a fish to 
water. 

In his first start, he was tasked 
with shackling the indomitable fig¬ 
ure of Yaya Toure, and he did so 
with aplomb. 

His performance at the Etihad 
Stadium earned him the nickname 
“The Beast”, but it’s hardly a repre¬ 
sentation of just what a good foot¬ 
baller he is. His approach to the mid- 
field battle is as much about his 
intelligence as a footballer as his 
brute strength. 

He is able to read the game and 
break up play without going in for 
the crunching challenge. When he 
needs to, though, he can get stuck 
in. 

Against Tottenham this past week¬ 
end he made more passes than any¬ 
one else on the pitch. 

His ability to pick a pass is what 
sets him apart from the other com¬ 
bative midfielders in the league, and 
something that Chelsea have been 
missing since Michael Ballack and 
Claude Makelele conducted things 
in the centre of the park. John Obi 
Mikel, for all his endeavour, has 


never been a player capable of 
stamping his authority on a match, 
while Frank Lampard is a waning 
force in this Chelsea team. 

At 25 years of age, Matic is still to 
hit his peak, with Mourinho looking 
to rebuild the spine of his team. 

With Didier Drogba already 
departed, John Terry and Frank 
Lampard soon look set to follow 
suit. 

The Portuguese manager may not 
be noted for developing players, but 
he certainly knows how to build a 
team capable of challenging for 
titles. A common thread running 
through most title-winning sides, 


the midfield enforcer rarely gets the 
plaudits afforded to those further up 
the pitch. 

Michael Carrick has long been a 
polarising figure in Manchester, but 
he played a key role in their side last 
season. 

Before him, there was Roy Keane 
and Patrick Vieira, both world-class 
midfielders that, more often than 
not, swayed the midfield battle in 
their team’s favour. 

Bringing things back to current 
times, Arsenal have been a much 
better defensive unit since the 
return of Mathieu Flamini, while 
Liverpool have shipped goals at an 


alarming rate when Lucas has been 
kicking his heels on the sidelines. 

Bill Shankly once said, “A football 
team is like a piano. You need eight 
men to carry it and three who can 
play the damn thing.” 

Chelsea may be blessed with the 
likes of Eden Hazard and Oscar, but 
without footballers like Matic, who 
are able to get stuck in and win the 
ball, that attacking talent will be 
wasted. 

It may seem foolish to suggest that 
the outcome of the title can rest sole¬ 
ly on one player, especially one that 
only joined in January, but you 
can’t argue that Chelsea are a 


changed team since his arrival. 

Just as Robin van Persie managed 
to lift Manchester United to the title, 
and Mesut Ozil provided an early- 
season impetus to Arsenal’s play, 
Matic has given Chelsea the steel 
required to. claim the title. 

As with Ozil, there will, at some 
stage, be an inevitable slump in 
form, which all players will go 
through, but there is enough evi¬ 
dence to suggest that Matic is the 
real deal. 

Mourinho’s men are heading 
towards the title, and “The Beast” is 
proving to be a key cog in the blue 
machine.

THERE was a rare event at St 
Mary’s this week. 

A Saints chairman invited the 
Southern Daily Echo and other 
media outlets to the stadium for a 
‘get to know each other’ lunch. 

Ralph Krueger, the man who has 
just helped the Canadian ice hock¬ 
ey team win a Winter Olympic 
gold, was holding court in a man¬ 
ner his controversial predecessor 
never did. 

Not once in his four and a half 
year reign as the man who made 
all the major decisions at Saints, 
did Nicola Cortese ever think to do 
something similar. 

Contrastly, he banned the Daily 
Echo from sending reporters and 
photographers to games at St 
Mary’s between December 2009- 
early March 2010 and from 
September 2010-September 2013. 

We heard little from Cortese, and 
when we did the manner of his 
words was sometimes confronta¬ 
tional. 

I’m sure some Saints fans didn’t 
care much about the fact Cortese 
rarely gave interviews. 

After all, the team was doing well 
for most of his watch. 

But there were others who were 
angry at his way of doing business, 
angry at his way of ‘communicat¬ 
ing’ with the supporters. 

Angry that he never once held a 
fans’ forum, in the way that anoth¬ 
er controversial chairman, Rupert 
Lowe, regularly did. 

Angry that decisions were made 
without ever being publicly 
explained. 

Angry that some popular ex- 
Saints players weren’t made to feel 
welcome at St Mary’s and, in 
Franny Benali’s case, banned as 
well. 

Cortese had his own style, yes, 
and Krueger has his. 

They are polar opposites to each 
other. 

“The single most important thing 
we have is the style of communica¬ 
tion that is going to happen,” 


Krueger told the invited journal¬ 
ists at St Mary’s. 

“To engage with the fans and 
interconnect with the fans and 
communicate with them openly. 

“It doesn’t always have to be 
friendly. Let’s always do it if we 
have a losing streak going. 

“It is not about just going out 
when the sun is shining.” 

As always, time will tell whether 
Krueger is true to his word. 

At the moment, we have to 


believe him. 

He has now said those words, 
and we will hold him to them. 

Krueger spoke at length this 
week, but without delving into too 
many specifics. 

He claimed the Saints board will 
“do everything” they can to retain 
the club’s best players when the 
next transfer window opens. 

We wouldn’t have expected him 
to say anything different. 

This summer will be a key period 


at St Mary’s, with speculation 
already surrounding the future of 
some of the team’s top stars, such 
as Luke Shaw. 

Adam Lallana’s elevation to the 
senior international England 
squad could well add a few more 
millions to any price tag placed 
around his neck, especially if he 
has a tournament to remember in 
Brazil. 

The likes of Dejan Lovren, Jay 
Rodriguez and Calum Chambers

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“Everybody has to know that - 
we will work within our means. 

“We will have a healthy organi¬ 
sation with no shortcuts. We are 
going to earn every single thing 
we do here, and we’re going to 
have to pay a price for that.

IN 2012, Derek Hammond and Gary 
Si Ike wrote Got, Not Got, a wonderful 
evocation of a time when football was 
considerably less sullied than it is today. 

The book struck a chord with fans, not 
necessarily because of the authors’ 
yearning for an age when success was 
measured in terms of trophies instead of 
money, although that was important, but 
thanks to one additional master-stroke. 
Got, Not Got looked and felt like a foot¬ 
ball annual of old - a heavyweight, A4- 
sized publication that could have been 
printed in 1972. 

The authors have built on their success 
and produced The Lost World of 
Football, a rare opportunity for greying 
supporters to remind themselves of why 
our national sport was once called ‘the 
beautiful game’. 

It opens with Hammond lamenting the 
fact that his son, born in 2000, will be 
unable to enjoy the innocence of a previ¬ 
ous era, before reaching his damning 
conclusion. “One highly rewarding 
source of warm football feelings,” he 
writes, “is rallying Against Modern 
Football, that soulless zombie animated 
only by a lust for cash instilled by its 
Frankenstein creators.” 

The introduction sets the scene for a 
heartfelt wander through a roughly two- 
decade spell (1970-90) when baby 
boomers embraced the game. The annu¬ 
al-sized publication, an inspired idea, 
permits us to suspend reality and to be 
14 again. 

The photography alone - bands on the 
pitch at the old Baseball Ground, Terry 
Venables playing with five youngsters in 
the street, the absence of sponsored 
shirts - evoke memories of a time when 
generating money was of only secondary 
importance to football clubs. 

Lost World renews our acquaintance 
with games such as Blow Football, 
which deposited “four pints of saliva on 
mum’s best tablecloth” after you had 
played. Nice. But true. 

It reminds us of a time when players 
wore black football boots; when Esso 
gave away free FA Cup coins; when 
playing Subbuteo was an obsession. 
Remember Goal magazine? How about 
Spot The Ball? Each is recalled with 
great fondness. 

Though the book is unashamedly 
aimed at middle-aged men who, as 
teenagers, once stood on the terraces 
wearing denim jackets, Ben Sherman 
shirts, jeans and boots, chanting and 
singing for 90 minutes, they should buy it 
to show their offspring how good football 
used to be before money and dodgy 
owners killed it.

the buying club meets Saints’ 
valuation.

Tissier, he also insisted on occa¬ 
sions that the latter’s name be 
taken out of articles appearing in 
the Saints programme. 

Cortese also came in for criti¬ 
cism for changing Saints’ tradi¬ 
tional red and white stripes on 
the club’s return to the Premier 
League for a mainly all-red kit 
that brought back memories of 
Liverpool’s 1980s pinstripe outfit. 

In addition, fans have been left 
bemused by the fact the annual 
pre-season Ted Bates Trophy 
friendly against foreign opposi¬ 
tion disappeared without any 
explanation whatsoever.

Now Krueger has his own 
views. 

“I have always been one to 
embrace history,” he said. “It can 
work for you, especially in 
sports. 

“It is deeply rooted here, and 
generations of families have been 
coming to the Saints. 

“Let’s use that. 

“But I am just speaking air 
right now. Let’s do something 
about it.” 

Krueger, a Canadian-born 
German, added: “One of the 
things we, and I, respect tremen¬ 
dously is I’m coming to an organ¬ 
isation that’s only 18 years 
younger than the country I was 
born in. 

“That’s a pretty amazing thing, 
being born in Canada and sitting 
here in front of you today. 
“To come into an organisa¬ 
tion that’s 18 years 
younger than Canada, 
it’s something that I 
respect tremendous¬ 
ly, and that’s going to 
I be a powerful tool for 
us to use, and we just have 
to decide how it’s best 
applied.” 

Sections of the fan- 
base will hope the new 
chairman means a 
return to the favoured red 
and white stripes, though 
Krueger did not make any specif¬ 
ic comment regarding that. 

So, to sum up, Ralph Krueger 
made an impressive debut at St 
Mary’s this week. 

Now we wait with interested to 
see what happens next. 

As always, though, Saints’ 
results will in part dictate what 
impression is eventually formed. 

Krueger could bring back the 
stripes, he could welcome ex¬ 
players and managers with open 
arms, he could cut season ticket 
prices, he could engage the local 
business community with a 
beaming smile that his predeces¬ 
sor could never bring himself to 
do.

WAYNE Rooney admits 
Manchester United’s top priority 
when they face Liverpool in their 
Sunday clash will be to stop Luis 
Suarez - a player he regards as 
one of the very best on the plan¬ 
et. 

United have enjoyed suprema¬ 
cy over their old foes over the 
last two decades, but the tables 
have turned this season, with 
United 11 points behind the 
Merseysiders, who are second in 
the Barclays Premier League. 

A quick glance at the goals 
scored column shows why 
Brendan Rodgers has enjoyed a 
far more successful season than 
David Moyes. 

Liverpool have scored 73 goals 
this term compared to United’s 
total of 46. 

Liverpool striker Suarez, who 
has developed a lethal partner¬ 
ship with Daniel Sturridge, has 
scored 24 goals this season, and 
Rooney has been impressed with 
the Uruguayan’s form. 

“Suarez, for me, is up there 
with Lionel Messi and Cristiano 
Ronaldo as one of the best play¬ 
ers in the world,” said the United 
striker, 
left. 

“He has 
been that 
good and 
the two of 
them 
together 
have been 
in great 
form this 
season. 
We will 

have to do everything we can to 
stop them on Sunday. 

“I think they are both fantastic 
players and obviously it is good 
to see Sturridge doing well 
because he has never really had 
a chance at his previous clubs. 

“Brendan Rodgers has given 
him a chance and he has taken it 
with both hands. That is good for 
England as well.” 

Robin van Persie fired United to 
the title by scoring 26 goals last 
season, but he and Rooney have 
only managed 11 each this term. 

Injuries have curbed the playing 
time for both players, but now 
they are fit - and have also com¬ 
mitted their respective futures to 
the club -Rooney hopes the 
goals will start coming again for 
the duo. 

“We can do better and if we are 
not at the top of the league then 
that will get looked at and we 
understand that,” Rooney said. 

“We can score more goals and 
we know we can. We are work¬ 
ing hard to do that, we have to 
keep going and hopefully that 
will come.” 

Whether it was part of a move 
to relieve pressure on his players 
or not, Moyes was moved to 
suggest that United are under¬ 
dogs for this weekend’s fixture - 
one he regards as the biggest in 
the country.

Norwich promptly scored twice 
before Derek Reeves equalised in 
the 49th minute. 

The visitors went on to score 
three more, including a brace for 
Johnny Gavin, avenging Saints’ 4- 
1 win at Carrow Road the previ¬ 
ous month. 


October 3 1956 
Saints 2 Norwich 0 

Two goals from Jimmy Shields - 
who netted 18 Division 3 South 
goals that season - sentenced 
Norwich to another defeat en 
route to finishing bottom of the 
table while Saints finished fourth.

Jimmy Moran reduced the 
arrears to 3-2 before Reeves netted 
again before half-time. 

Terry Paine struck twice in the 
second half with John Hoskins 
adding the seventh - and there 
were still 21 minutes left at that 
point. 

This was the season Saints rat¬ 
tled in a club record 112 goals in 46 
Division 3 South games. 

October 18 1958

Ken Birch scored Saints’ penalty 
leveller in the first half. 

August 22 1959

Cliff Huxford and George 
O’Brien made their Saints debuts 
on the opening day of the club’s 
Division 3 South title winning 
campaign.

EMMANUEL Adebayor, Kyle 
Walker and Mousa Dembele are 
all struggling to be fit for 
Tottenham’s big Sunday north 
London derby clash with 
Arsenal. 

Adebayor (knee/ankle) and 
Walker (groin) featured in 
Thursday’s Europa League 
defeat to Benfica but are a 
doubt to face the Gunners, 
while right-back Walker (groin) 
could also miss out. 

Captain Michael Dawson will 
be absent due to a hamstring 
injury sustained in last week¬ 
end’s 4-0 defeat at Chelsea, 
joining Etienne Capoue (ankle), 
Erik Lamela and Vlad Chinches 
(both back) on the sidelines. 
Gylfi Sigurdsson (foot) could be 
involved after training on 
Friday, while Danny Rose (knee) 
may return to the starting line¬ 
up having featured from the 
bench on Thursday. 

Christian Eriksen knows 
Tottenham need to raise their 
game if they are to secure a 
morale-boost¬ 
ing victory. 

A tumultuous 
campaign 
appears to be 
coming to a 
head at White 
Hart Lane, with 
the pressure on 
manager Tim 
Sherwood and 
his players 
mounting after 
abject back-to-back defeats. 

The Spurs boss publicly criti¬ 
cised his players after 
Saturday’s embarrassing 4-0 
defeat to Chelsea and then saw 
his side humbled 3-1 by Benfica 
in the first leg of their Europa 
League last-16 tie. 

That defeat means Tottenham 
are likely to face another year 
without a trophy, and while 
Sherwood could not fault his 
players’ desire after Thursday’s 
match, midfielder Eriksen was 
angered by the performance. 

“I think everybody agrees it 
was a disappointing night,” 
said the Denmark international, 
whose fine free-kick had made 
it 2-1 in the second half. 

“I think my goal gave us a 
boost but unfortunately only for 
a few minutes. Then they got 
the ball again and then we had 
to run even more. 

“They played well and they 
played maybe how we should 
play, but we didn’t. 

“I think they were really good, 
did really good running. Way 
much more than we are used 
to. 

“But we were just not good 
enough on the ball. When we 
got it, we couldn’t keep it and 
they were really good on the 
ball.” 

The way Spurs were out¬ 
classed is hardly the ideal 
preparation for what looks set 
to be a season-defining north 
London derby. 

Defeat to Arsenal would be a 
hammer blow to hopes of 
Sherwood’s men sneaking into 
the top four, while Arsene 
Wenger’s side would likely see 
their title hopes go up in smoke 
should they lose.

In his heart of hearts, younger 
brother Stuart feels the realistic way 
forward would be to take one step 
back, rebuild in Division One and 
hopefully return to the Wessex top 
flight all the stronger as the likes of 
Folland Sports and Brockenhurst 
have done. 

Even though Hussey has pledged to 
“battle and fight and give everything 
to stay up”, he can’t help but con¬ 
clude that the Millers are currently 
ill-equipped to be a Sydenhams 
Premier club. 

The promising 22-strong squad he 
and Matt assembled last summer 
dwindled away through a combina¬ 
tion of injuries and general disinter¬ 
est, since when the Husseys have 
had to rebuild the side twice over. 

Helpers 

And although team spirit is now as 
good as it’s been all year with the 
current crop “treating every game 
like a cup final,” Hussey says that, 
off the field, it’s a day-to-day struggle 
to survive. 

Apart from managing the Millers, 
the Husseys have also helped out 
financially. Their mum washes the 
kit and, with a chronic shortage of 
helpers around, Stuart’s 12-year-old 
daughter assists around the ground 
on matchdays.

“Two weeks ago I bought match 
and training balls, which the club 
will sort me out for, but how can we 
move forward when we can’t afford 
the day-to-day running costs? 

“I don’t mind helping out but I 
couldn’t say, being involved as I am, 
that Totton & Eling are up to being a 
Wessex Premier club with the state 
they’ve been left in in the last year or 
two. 

“Me and Matt don’t paper over the 
cracks, we tell it like it is and some¬ 
times you’ve got to hold your hands

Opposition match report on Eastleigh win boosts Hill 
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WHEN Eastleigh feature in 
opposition newspaper reports, 
the words “big spending” 
invariably precede their name. 

So it came as a welcome change for 
manager Richard Hill to read the 
Essex Chronicle account of Tuesday’s 
1-0 win over Chelmford City which 
featured on the Clarets’ website. 

“I’d like to say how that report was, 
it was so refreshing to read,” said the 
Spitfires boss. 

“All it reported was the facts about 
the game. 

“There were no remarks about our 
budget, about the money our players 
are earning or that we’re supposedly 
full-time. 

“It described the game as one of the 
most one-sided you’ll ever see and 
said good luck to Eastleigh, they’re a 
quality side. 

“It was brilliant. There were no 
quotes, no outside issues mentioned 
and nothing trying to justify why 
Chelmsford hadn’t won. 

“It was just a straight-forward 
match report saying the best team 
won. Credit to them for that.” 

Hill, pictured below, couldn’t have 
agreed more with Chelmsford’s take 
on Eastleigh’s performance. Looking 
back on a satisfying night’s work, he 
described it as “probably the best 
we’ve played all season.” 

Not for the first time, the narrow¬ 
ness of the scoreline did not reflect 
the Spitfires’ dominance, but Hill 
pointed out: “There was a difference 
this time. 

“We did create a lot of chances and, 
yes, we missed a couple, but mainly 
it was Chelmsford stopping us 
scoring. We hit the bar twice 
and one was a defender head¬ 
ing it onto the woodwork. 

Once again we’ve faced a 
goalkeeper who was man-of- 
the-match.” 

By his own admission, Hill 
had been feeling “a bit down” 
last Sunday when he reflected 
on “a missed opportunity” at 
Concord Rangers 24 hours earlier. 

On that occasion, the promotion- 
hungry Spitfires were guilty of

He said: “People are criti¬ 
cal of me sometimes and 
rightly so. In my view I made 
a good decision to go with three 
centre-halves when Reece was 
sent off but, on reflection, it was a 
bad decision not to go back to 4-4-1 
when we went 2-1 up. 


“I don’t blame the referee or the 
players for what happened. If any¬ 
thing, I blame myself, but I’ll know 
next time. 

“At least I’m putting some thought 
into the job and not just standing on 
the touch-line hoping. 

“I made some good substitutions 
that got us a point at Eastbourne and 
also when we beat Maidenhead.” 

Hill would like to have had another 
look at the tackle that got Connolly 
dismissed but said: “On first impres¬ 
sions, Reece made an honest attempt 
to go for the ball. It might have been 
a booking, but it didn’t look like a 
sending off to me.” 


Connolly went from zero to hero on 
Tuesday, heading in Eastleigh’s 
43rd-minute winner to sink 
Chelmsford. 

It narrowed the gap on league lead¬ 
ers Bromley to just two points with 
two games in hand after the jittery 
Kent table-toppers had again come a 
cropper 4-0 at home to Dover 
Athletic. 

The title and automatic promotion 
now look to be Eastleigh’s for the 
taking but Hill, as usual, kept his 
emotions in check. 

“All we can do is go about our busi¬ 
ness. We can only affect what we can 
do,” he said.

EASTLEIGH will be playing Sunday 
football at the end of the month. 

Their away game at Hayes & 
Yeading United, scheduled for 
Saturday, March 29, has been put 
back a day to March 30 with a 
1pm kick-off at Woking FC.

“The down side of that is that our 
playing budget has been severely 
diminished. 

“This is evident when you consider 
that around six of our current first- 
team squad are playing for very little 
and, in some cases, no wages whatso¬ 
ever. 

“It is important our supporters 
understand why we are not able to go 
‘shopping’ for players to improve our 
squad. 

“On a more positive note, once 
these enforced improvements are 
complete, we will be able to focus our 
financial attention on our playing 
budget. Hopefully that will mean 
that next season we will, somehow, 
have increased resources available. 

“We are already starting to accu¬ 
mulate a ‘wish list’ of players that we 
feel will enhance our squad for next 
season.” 

Even if Winchester fail in their mis¬ 


sion to clinch promotion this season, 
there is no denying that giant strides 
have been made by a club who hov¬ 
ered on the brink of extinction last 
summer before Malone and former 
Eastleigh chairman Paul Murray 
stepped in to rebuild it as a commu¬ 
nity club. 

No one ever said it would be an 
easy task to get the ailing club back 
on its feet, but already City are 
unrecognisable from the shambolic 


end to last season when the electrici¬ 
ty was cut off, support had dwindled 
and former player/manager James 
Taylor was doubling up as minibus 
driver. 

“We have improved the ground 
beyond recognition and, above all 
else, we have gradually rekindled 
the support that had ebbed away 
over the preceding years,” said 
Malone. 

“But what nobody had anticipated 


was the onerous requirement that 
ground grading has placed upon us. 

“The FA have insisted that if we are 
to be considered for promotion, we 
must comply with grade D before 
March 31, 2014. 

“In previous years clubs have been 
given a year’s ‘grace’ after achieving 
promotion to comply - this is no 
longer the case. 

“Therefore, like it or not, we have 
needed to use funds to implement 
improvements that might otherwise 
have been used on the playing bud¬ 
get. That is a fact.” 

Since taking over from Graham 
Kemp in late October, City manager 
Neil Hards and his assistant Paul 
Masters have reduced the wage bud¬ 
get by around 40 per cent. 

Even so, they have kept the club at 
the top end of the table and City are 
confident of holding on to at least a 
top-four spot. 

“Our squad is now a mix of experi¬ 
enced and inexperienced players and 
our performances reflect our finan¬ 
cial ability,” said Malone. 

“My opinion is that the present 
management team have done a great 
job and will continue to do so. 

“We are all trying our best to take 
this club forward. We believe we 
have taken massive strides in that 
direction in year one and, with luck, 
we will continue to do so in the years 
ahead. 

“We are all just custodians of the 
club and would welcome anyone that 
wishes to join us.” 

Chris Mason’s second-half strike 
was enough to see off Verwood Town 
1-0 at the Denplan City Ground last 
Saturday. 

City took the lead again at Sholing 
on Tuesday through new signing 
Adam ‘Taz’ Roberts. 

But Dave Diaper’s FA Vase semi¬ 
finalists hit back for a 2-1 victory 
through their prolific strike force of 
Lee Wort and Ashley Jarvis. 

Malone said: “Despite the result, 
both Paul Murray and I were delight¬ 
ed with the performance and the 
determination of the team. 

“The strength in numbers that 
Sholing can afford ensured that the 
team they fielded had far more depth 
than ourselves.”

Recent troubles - on and off the 
pitch - forced the Robins to prema¬ 
turely end their 2013/14 campaign.

WHILE Sholing’s players stayed 
out on the pitch joyously celebrat¬ 
ing their FA Vase quarter-final suc¬ 
cess last Saturday, one man was 
conspicuous by his absence. 

Members of the coaching staff 
raced across to join the team in 
their celebrations, but Boatmen’s 
manager Dave Diaper kept out of 
the spotlight, quietly gathering his 
thoughts in the background. 

After devoting nearly 14 years of 
blood, sweat and tears to the 
Sholing cause, reaching the last 
four of lower non-League’s pre¬ 
mier cup competition is the stuff 
dreams are made of.

Ampthill Town had two players 
sent off in losing their quarter final 
2-1 at Eastbourne last weekend. 

And Morpeth had THREE players 
red carded during their 6-1 fifth 
round caning in Sussex a few weeks 
earlier. 

Portsmouth referee Andrew 
Laver made his mark after just 90 
seconds by sending off Morpeth 
midfielder Jordan Fry for allegedly 
throwing a punch at a home player. 

The incident happened after 
Eastbourne’s Jack Franklin had 
made an “extremely bad tackle— 
according to north east media - on 
Steven Anderson. 

As the two players got to their feet 
there was a squaring-up, although 
each player kept their hands by 
their side. Issues escalated when 
other players rushed to the scene, 
with Fry trying to put himself 
between Anderson and Franklin.

STUART Fleetwood’s direct and 
adventurous running with the ball 
has provided one of this season’s 
most compelling sights at 
Eastleigh’s Silverlake Stadium. 

Crucially, the Welshman’s end-prod¬ 
uct has often lived up to his fearless 
flank play, writes PAUL McNAMARA. 

Fleetwood gave early notice of his 
propensity for the spectacular, with an 
emphatic strike from an improbable 
angle in a September clash with current 
league pacesetters Bromley. 

Subsequently there has been a won¬ 
drous run from half-way, topped off with 
a sublime finish, to secure his team’s 
last ditch victory at Dover Athletic, and 
a thumping drive that settled an FA 
Trophy tie against Conference Premier 
outfit Gateshead. 

The best of his individual collection, 
according to the man himself, came as 
recently as this month - a gallop down 
the left wing that had a screaming 20- 
yard shot, sent flying high into the right 
corner of goal, at its denouement. 

“Due to the timing of the goal and how 
the game was going it would be the one 
against Eastbourne recently (his per¬ 
sonal favourite). 

“We played well, but they said in the 
press that’s the best they have played all 
season. 


Massive 

“They’re a good side - they move the 
ball well. I’m surprised they’re not 
higher in the table. 

“That goal, the timing, and the point it 
gave us was massive. 

“I was hoping it would be the catalyst 
for us to push on again. Unfortunately 
Saturday was a bit of a setback, but it 
will be tough to beat that goal.” 

The “setback” to which Fleetwood 
refers, a 3-2 defeat at mid-table 
Concord Rangers, came just four days 
after Eastleigh had earned their pre¬ 
cious draw at Eastbourne. 

“It was disappointing because we got 
in at half-time knowing that we should 
have been two or three up, but finding 
ourselves one down. 

“We heard that Bromley were 2-0 down 
and that gave us a bit of a gee-up. 

“We scored an early goal (after half¬ 
time), then had a man sent off which was 
difficult. But, once you go 2-1 ahead 
with ten men, you need to try and be as 
strong at the back as possible. 

“Unfortunately for us, we conceded 
two sloppy late goals.

“Although you don’t lose points as 
such, after being 2-1 up, it was a real 
sucker punch. 

“The only positive on the day was that 
Bromley lost as well’. 

Reece Connolly was the Spitfires play¬ 
er dismissed, the forward red-carded for 
raising his boot in a tackle on Rangers’ 
centre-half Steve King. 

Fleetwood is well placed to empathise 


with his team-mate’s predica¬ 
ment, having himself been 
ordered off for a kick on a 
defender in a festive match 
against Bath City. 

‘It’s weird. Afterwards you 
feel a bit foolish, especially with 
mine,” he recalled. 

“It was a petulant little thing 
to do, and nine times out of ten 
you probably get away with it - 
I don’t think anybody sees it. 

“They (Bath) didn’t make a big 
deal out of it, but the referee 
thought it was enough to send 

me off. 

“I missed a long period of football with 
matches being called off as well (34 
days). 

“That was disappointing, and was 
tough to take, but it was my own fault. 

“I think Reece’s was similar, but their 
reaction to the foul probably made up 
the referee’s mind. They all rushed

Despite playing the last half-hour in Essex 
with a one man deficit, Eastleigh got their 
noses in front, before being undone by two 
headed goals.

1 “We’ve got that much experience in the 
team that the gaffer shouldn’t have to say 
too much to us,” he stated.

In fact, the attacker is feeling more relaxed 
I than five months ago when he described as

ballers. 

“I think the pressure on us has actually 
reduced a little bit (over the past few 
months).

“We know when teams play us, especially at 
our ground, they’ve got nothing to lose. 

“They come here, and they’re in the spot¬ 
light a little bit because we’re a big club at 
this level. 

“They play as hard as they can. 

“We’ve seen it with a lot of teams this sea¬ 
son, where they’ve come here and played 
extremely well and then gone and lost their 
next match because they’ve exerted so much 
energy against us. 

“It’s still in our hands (the title’s destiny). 

“If, at the start of the season, somebody had 
offered us that, we would have taken it. 

“I’d definitely prefer to be in our position 
rather than Bromley’s. 

“They’ve been at the top of the table for so 
long, with such a big gap. 

“Everyone was expecting them to win it, 
and the pressure’s just starting to show on 
them a little bit now. 

“I’m happy with where we are and hopeful¬ 
ly our experience will tell at the end of the 
season.” 

“Experience” is clearly an attribute that 
Fleetwood values highly.

The Conference Premier’s top goal-scorer

That willingness to take on a new challenge 
fits well with an individual who considers 
himself to be in his “prime”, and ready to 
“learn from other people around me, and add 
different things to my game”.

“I didn’t say a great deal to 
them after the game because I 
didn’t think it was the time or 
place to do that.

THERE is little prospect 
of England regaining 
their ICC World 
Twenty20 crown in 
Bangladesh. 

When England beat the 
world at cricket - still for 
the one and only time - in 
this competition four years 
ago, it was a shock to many, 
writes DAVID CLOUGH. 

Yet back then, under 
Andy Flower’s burgeoning 
regime, they had won an 
initial Ashes on home soil 
the previous summer and 
then made the Champions 
Trophy semi-finals - admit¬ 
tedly where they were 
trounced by Australia - 
before a winter spent fight¬ 
ing out a tough drawn Test 
series in South Africa and 
then recording a routine 
win in Bangladesh. 

Ashley Giles’ CV as limit¬ 
ed-overs coach has a signif¬ 
icantly less solid look to it 
to date. 

The highlight is a 
Champions Trophy cam¬ 
paign on home soil, which 
took England all the way to 
the final last summer. 

Yet even then, on an 
Edgbaston surface some¬ 
how borrowed from 
Mumbai, England perhaps 
not that surprisingly came 
up just short in a match 
shortened coincidentally to 
20 overs per side. 

In the intervening 
months, there have been 
many more downs than ups 
for England - to the extent 
that qualification for the 
last four, in Dhaka via 
Chittagong, would be a 
major achievement. 

Significant opponents will 
stand in their way to get as 
far as the knockout stages. 

New Zealand have plenty 
of fire-power and nous; Sri 
Lanka have ended 
England’s interest in the 
last two global tourna¬ 
ments, both also on the sub¬ 
continent, and South Africa 
are a formidable if occa¬ 
sionally flaky team in all 
formats. 

Finally, a qualifier - very 
likely Ireland - will be 
England’s last hurdle in 
Chittagong. 

After the events of 
Bangalore in 2011, where 
Kevin O’Brien unforget¬ 
tably hoisted Ireland to an 
astonishing victory, 

England know they cannot 
count on success against 
their neighbours any more. 

An Irishman could well 
decide, nonetheless, 

whether England are com¬ 
petitive or otherwise in the 
main. 

Giles, right, and captain 
Stuart Broad were in no 
mood to take any 
chances with 
Eoin Morgan’s 
fitness once 
he hurt his 
knee at the 
start of 
their ongo¬ 
ing short 
tour of 


the West Indies. 

England know the key 
middle-order batsman is 
their ace in the pack. 

With him, others may 
perhaps play above them¬ 
selves or - in the case of 
rising stars Jos Buttler 


and Ben Stokes - have their 
own breakthrough tourna¬ 
ment. 

Without Morgan’s pivotal 
presence, the challenge of 
chasing targets in particu¬ 
lar may just be all too 
much. 


It is not without good rea¬ 
son that the bookmakers, 
albeit in a tight market, 
have England as the least 
likely of the top eight 
nations to be this year’s 
Twenty20 champions.

Of the previous winners, 
champions West Indies are 
seriously considered. 

The Windies’ victory over 
Sri Lanka in Colombo in 
2012 was a heartening out¬ 


come, even if it dampened 
some of the local fireworks 
back then. 

In stifling conditions 
which will test everyone’s 
mettle this time, both 
underfoot and overhead, 
Bangladesh is merely an 
extreme version of what the 
Windies often encounter on 
home soil. 

Darren Sammy’s team 
will be heading back east 
with plenty of big hitters 
including the captain, fit- 
again pair Chris Gayle and 
Marlon Samuels - although 
not Kieron Pollard - and the 
wiles of spinners Sunil 
Narine and Samuel Badree. 

Others, nonetheless, 
appear to have the edge in 
appropriate personnel. 

This title means a fair bit 
to India these days, certain¬ 
ly more so than it did when 
they were inaugural win¬ 
ners in South Africa in 
2007. 

That success helped to 
spawn the Indian Premier 
League and therefore 
changed the course of 
cricket history. 

Seven years on, India - 
slightly more so than 
Pakistan and probably 
South Africa - have a team 
of superstars that could 
easily win again. 

Expectation inevitably 
weighs heavily in their 
case, though. 

It did not stop them on the 
biggest stage of all, in 
Mumbai in 2011, or when 
England wobbled in 
Birmingham either. But on 
plenty of other occasions, it 
has. 

Sri Lanka, twice beaten 
finalists, are regular chal¬ 
lengers in this format. The 
current side, however, does 
not quite look to be a per¬ 
centage call. 

Instead, perhaps the like¬ 
liest winners hail from a 
country which has surpris¬ 
ingly never won this tour¬ 
nament. 

Under Michael Clarke in 
2010, Australia found 
England too hot to handle 
in the Bridgetown final - 
their best effort to date. 

Two years later in Sri 
Lanka they were compara¬ 
tive also-rans, brushed 
aside by the Windies in the 
semi-finals. 

But they return with most 
of their big guns intact - 
and former Hampshire 
batsman George Bailey is 
among the best t20 interna¬ 
tionals in the world in the 
past 12 months - and others 
ready to fire. 

Australia have excelled 
again recently in Test 
cricket, to England’s great 
cost, and they may have all 
bases covered in the 
Twenty20 format too. 

It is hard to find a weak 
link in their powerhouse 
batting line-up and they 
have been pragmatic in the 
selection of evergreens 
Brad Hodge and Brad Hogg 
to excel in the conditions. 

It could just be their turn 
this time. 
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CHRIS JORDAN 

(25, 1): The pace¬ 
bowling all-rounder 
has shown enough 
promise to sug¬ 
gest a substantial 
international 
future, and will be 
a handy alternative 
if Dernbach’s bear¬ 
ings are off. 

MICHAEL LUMB (34, 

20): The 2010 World Twenty20 winner 
is hit-and-miss, as befits 
an international short- 
format specialist 
opener. Only Buttler 
can boast a higher 
strike rate, but a big 
} tournament lies 
ahead for Lumb to 
demonstrate he is 
part of England’s pre¬ 
sent and future. 

EOIN MORGAN (27, 41): 
England’s most reliable limited-overs 
batsman will need to be 
the linchpin again if 
they are to prosper 
in an improbable 
bid to claim the 
West Indies’ 
crown. The 
stakes are high 
for Morgan, with a 
Test return also on 
the agenda after his 
decision to forego those 
Indian Premier League riches this time 
round. 

STEPHEN PARRY (28, 

0): The slow left-armer 
has been on 
England’s radar, via 
the Lions, for some 
i time - but the 
1 younger Danny 
Briggs was initially 
preferred. If Parry 
gets such a high- 
profile chance, he can 
only hope for a happier 
time than his Lancashire team-mate 
Simon Kerrigan endured on debut in 
last year’s Ashes Test at The Oval. 

JOE ROOT (23, 7): Root remains 
one for England’s future, despite his 
largely disappointing 
Ashes winter. He 
needs to demon¬ 
strate a power 
game, though, to 
stay in the 
Twenty20 squad. 

However inventive, 
there is no place in 
the shortest format 
for a batsman who can¬ 
not clear the ropes. Root’s off-spin is 
vulnerable at present, but has evident 
potential. 

BEN STOKES (22, 5): 

Along with Buttler, all- 
rounder Stokes will 
surely be a pillar of 
England’s teams 
| across the formats 
1 for years to come. He 
has already shown his 
power and touch with 
the bat, pace with the 
ball and in the field. 

JAMES TREDWELL (32, 

8): England’s ‘steady 
Eddie’ off-spinner can 
be expected to come 
into his own in the 
sub-continent. 

Tredwell’s skill is his 
control, flight and an 
ability to out-think 
many batsmen. 

LUKE WRIGHT (29, 

49): A 2010 World Twenty20- 
winner in the Caribbean, Wright brings 
energy with bat, some¬ 
times ball and always 
in the field. His ath¬ 
leticism and eye 
have increasingly 
made him a short- 
format shoe-in for 
England over the 
years. 
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HISTORY OF 
THE WORLD 
TWENTY20 


THE fifth edition of the World 
Twenty20 will begin in 
Bangladesh later this month. 
There have been four different 
winners so far, and while the 
tournament is only seven years 
old, the shortest format has pro¬ 
duced plenty of memorable 
moments. 

Here The Sports Pink takes a 
quick look at the previous tourna¬ 
ments: 

2007 - Hosts: South Africa. Final: 
India defeat Pakistan by five runs. 
Yuvraj Singh became the first 
batsman to hit six sixes in a 
Twenty20 international when he 
took to Stuart Broad in a Super 
Eight match. Yuvraj’s hitting was 
the highlight on a run to the final, 
where they beat arch-rivals 
Pakistan in a gripping contest in 
Johannesburg by just five runs.

Dilshan 
made a duck in the Lord’s final, 
though, as Shahid Afridi’s 
unbeaten 54 from 40 balls 
steered Pakistan home. 

2010 - Hosts: West Indies. Final: 
England beat Australia by seven 
wickets. 

England claimed their first ever 
global ICC tournament title as 
man-of-the-series Kevin Pietersen 
helped steer them to victory over 
their age-old rivals Australia in 
Barbados. Australia had only 
reached the final following some 
astonishing hitting from Michael 
Hussey in their semi-final against 
Pakistan. With 48 required from 
the last 17 balls, Hussey ‘s 
unbeaten 24-ball 60 got his side 
home with a ball in hand. 

2012 - Hosts: Sri Lanka. Final: 
West Indies beat Sri Lanka by 36 
runs. 

West Indies secured a popular 
win after they bowled out Sri 
Lanka for 101 in the final. Player- 
of-the-series Ajantha Mendis had 
taken four for 15 to restrict the 
Windies to 137 for six. Sunil 
Narine replied in kind with three 
for nine to prompt typically exu¬ 
berant celebrations from the 
Calypso side, led by Chris Gayle. 
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ALEX Hales could walk down 
most high streets in the coun¬ 
try without being recognised, 
but he will be a marked man 
when he strides out to open the 
batting for England at the 
World TWenty20. 

Hales does not have the appear¬ 
ance of a global superstar in the 
making _ there is no flashy hair¬ 
style a-la a young Kevin Pietersen 
and none of the 100-watt aura that 
marks out Virat Kohli as India’s 
next cricketing deity - but he has 
spent much of the past year as the 
ICC’s number one batsman in the 
format. 

In an era where the ability to con¬ 
sistently clear the ropes in 20-over 
cricket is a guaranteed path to glitz, 
glamour and gargantuan pay pack¬ 
ets, Hales is going places. 

It was perhaps a surprise to see 
the Nottinghamshire batsman 
overlooked at the recent Indian 
Premier League auction, the latest 
victim of an endemic indifference 
to England players among fran¬ 
chise owners. 



But they may not be able to resist 
for long if the 25-year-old can deliv¬ 
er on the biggest stage of all. 

He would need to 
up his recent 
output to do so, 
having under¬ 
gone a lean spell 
series against 
Australia earlier 
this year, followed 
by a modest time 
in the Big Bash 
League with 

Adelaide Strikers 

But with Pietersen 
now in England’s 
past, at least for 
the selectors if 
not the gossip 
mongers and 
Twitterati, 
they are a 
nation \ 
searching for vJO 5 
a new stan¬ 
dard-bearer in 
Twenty20.

Jos Buttler is

Factor’ and has a repertoire of 
strokes that empties 
bars and confounds 
captains, but he often 
bats too low to make 
a tournament-defin¬ 
ing contribution. 

Instead it is Hales 
who looks best 
placed to consistent¬ 
ly shape matches 
from the head of the 
innings. And if England 
are to defy the odds and 
follow up their 2010 suc¬ 
cess, he is the man most 
likely to replicate 
Pietersen’s man-of- 
the-tournament 
N effort. 

\ Hales has the lux- 
c ury of being con¬ 
sidered a T20 spe- 
' cialist - which is 
bad news for his 
Test ambitions 
but at least leaves 
him clear to 
spend more time 
on his power-hit¬ 
ting and less hon¬ 


ing his forward defensive. 

His international career started 
ignominiously with a two-ball duck 
against India at Old Trafford, but 
his statistical breakdown since that 
day is highly persuasive. 

An average hovering around the 
mid-thirties and a strike-rate south 
of 135 runs per hundred balls is 
match-winning stuff in the current 
climate and his ability to post 
major totals places him in elite 
company. 

The old cricketing lexicon, so long 
built around five-fors, half-cen¬ 
turies and hundreds, has been chal¬ 
lenged to the extent that Twenty20 
tournaments now track how many 
‘thirties’ a batsman has scored in 
the format. 

But Hales does not settle for rela¬ 
tively trifling totals and has twice 
come within striking distance of 
making England’s first Twenty20 
ton. 

Anyone who saw his boyishly 
impudent 99 against West Indies in 
just his fifth England innings, or 
his relentless 94 against Australia 
last summer, would not bet against 
him claiming the distinction soon. 


SPORTS PINK BEST FOR HAMPSHIRE CRICKET 
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JAMES Ttedwell may have sold 
relatively few ICC World 
1Wenty20 tickets, compared to 
some of the big names on 
show from other countries or 
even his England team-mates 
in Bangladesh. 

England are well aware of his 
potential, however, especially in 
subcontinental conditions, writes 
DAVID CLOUGH. 

It was in Chennai, for example, 
that Tredwell’s canny off-breaks 
cut off West Indies’ master-blaster 
batsman Chris Gayle in his prime 
to help find a route for England to 
the 2011 World Cup knockout 
stages. 

Gayle was in full flow, 43 from 21 
balls after smashing eight fours 
and a mighty six off Chris Tremlett 
and Tim Bresnan, when Tredwell 
tamed him. 

West Indies were under orders to 
better England’s 243 all out quick¬ 
ly, on a snaky surface sure to stop 
the batsmen’s fun once the new 
ball lost its bite. 

But Gayle got them only as far 58 
in less than seven overs before 
‘tricky Tredders’ trapped him. 

Despite some late hitting from 
Andre Russell, another Tredwell 
lbw victim, the Windies were 
bowled out 18 runs short - with 
more than five overs unused - as 
England’s off-spinners, Graeme 
Swann the accomplice, took seven 
for 84 in their full 20 overs. 

England will doubtless be deploy¬ 
ing Tredwell again in their group 
matches in Chittagong, and beyond 
if they progress - perhaps along¬ 
side fellow off-spinner Moeen Ali 
or skiddy left-arm orthodox 
Stephen Parry this time - to try to 
hold their own in a tournament few 
expect them to take by storm. 

Tredwell himself is modest about 
his initial success against Gayle, 
but makes it clear he is up for the 
challenge again if it comes against 
the current short-format world 
champions. 

“That was more luck than judg¬ 
ment,” said the 32-year-old, pre¬ 
ferred for the World t20 to 
Hampshire’s Danny Briggs. 

“He’s a great player, and whenev¬ 
er you come across the world’s best 
you want to test your skills against 
them.” 

If Tredwell is to rise to the occa¬ 
sion again, Bangladesh - where he 
won his solitary Test cap to date, 
back in 2010 and once again of 
course alongside the now retired 
Swann - is surely his manor. 

The former Kent captain is not 
one to trumpet his own credentials, 
however. 

“I’m a pessimistic sort of fella and 
perhaps look at the negatives,” he 
said. 

“But maybe that’s a bit of a 
strength, because it drives me on to 
try to keep on getting better and 
putting in performances.” 


National Stadium. 

Although much stranger things 
have happened in cricket, true to 
type, the modest and circumspect 
Tredwell will be taking nothing for 
granted. 

Not even a place in England’s 
first-choice line-up, a given in most 
people’s eyes, is assured as far as 
he is concerned. 

“If I continue to do what I do off 
the field and keep my work ethic I 
feel I can put in the performances 
which ultimately will get me in the 
team,” he said. 

“But I don’t want to look too far 
ahead thinking I’m a regular, 
because I think that can lead you to 
relax - and I don’t want to do that.” 

He should have little chance to do 
so in Bangladesh, irrespective of 
England’s collective fortunes. 


For Tredwell, Twenty20 
success could even 
prove a passport to a 
Test match return 
this summer. 

England lost Swann 
to the ageing process 
mid-Ashes this winter - 
and although Tredwell is 
only two years his junior, the 
prospect of a Test career will 
doubtless sustain him for 
longer. 

He fared well enough in that 
debut Test - six wickets in an 
England victory, at the Dhaka 
venue which will be the scene of 
this year’s World Twenty20 final. 
England will have to out-per- 
form odds and expectations, and 
then some, to grant Tredwell a 
happy return to the Sher-e-Bangla

THE performances of one player 
can turn a Twenty20 match like 
no other cricket format. 

Here, the Sports Pink takes a 
look at five potential match-win¬ 
ners at the upcoming World 
Twenty20. 


SHAKIB AL-HASAN 
(BANGLADESH) 

Bangladesh’s hopes of going deep 
into a tournament on home soil 
will rest heavily on the shoulders 
of Shakib Al-Hasan. One of the 
world’s best all-rounders in the 
shortest format, Shakib landed 
himself in hot water last month for 
making an inappropriate gesture 
to a TV camera during a one-day 
international against Sri Lanka. He 
was banned for three matches 
and, after Bangladesh faltered in 
the Asia Cup having initially played 
without him, may feel he has a 
point to prove. 


AARON FINCH (AUSTRALIA) 

Arguably the heaviest hitter in a 
brutal Australian top order that 
includes David Warner and Shane 
Watson. Finch smashed his way to 
notoriety with a world-record 156 
from 63 balls against England in 
Southampton last August. Two 
centuries in the ODI series against 
England in the winter confirmed 
his Rose Bowl exploits were no 
one-off. 


SUNIL NARINE (WEST INDIES) 

Spin is set to play a major part in 
Bangladesh - where only two 
grounds will be used - and the 
mystery spin of Narine looms as 
a vital weapon in West Indies’ 
defence of their title. The 25- 
year-old has made his name 
in the Indian Premier 
League - he has taken a 
competition-best 46 wick¬ 
ets in the past two editions 
- while he has taken 28 T20 inter¬ 
national wickets at 17.64. 


BRENDON McCULLUM (NEW 
ZEALAND) 

The New Zealander is in white-hot 
form after twice 
passing 200 in 
the Test series 
against India. 

Translating that 
to the shortest 
format should 
hardly be a prob¬ 
lem for the 32- 
year-old, who 
has long been 
one of the hardest hitters of a 
cricket ball in the world. His astute 
captaincy will also be an important 
factor for the Black Caps. 


DALE STEYN (SOUTH AFRICA) 

While other nations are set to rely 
on their slow bowlers, South 
Africa’s bid to win the tournament 
for the first time will likely rest on 
their quicks. Steyn is the spear¬ 
head of everything the Proteas do 
and with Morne Morkel - the lead¬ 
ing wicket-taker at the 2012 I PL - 
forms a fearsome new-ball attack. 
The Proteas will be hoping he is 
fully recovered from the hamstring 
strain suffered in the third Test 
against Australia.

“If somebody tells me I’m doing 
something wrong, I’ll take it on 
board and try to improve. 

“I’ve played the majority of my 
career through the middle as a 
striker, but I think, as I’m getting 
older and gaining more experience, 

I can do a better job out wide, and 
then tucking in sometimes and mov¬ 
ing around the pitch. 

“As I’m learning more, I know 
when I can come inside and I’m 
lucky in that I usually have Michael 
Green behind me who is a very com¬ 
petent defender. 

“He’s quick and rarely gets caught 
out, so that gives me a licence to 
‘cheat’ a little bit and get forward 
more than most wide players do. 

“I like the position. I like to cut in 
onto my right foot, and this year 
I’ve really tried to learn to go down 
the left onto my weaker foot as well. 

“I’m definitely enjoying it out 
there and with the performances 
and the goals we’re scoring, the for¬ 
mation works well for us.” 

If there were any doubters regard¬ 
ing the likely commitment to the 
Eastleigh cause of a footballer who, 
when he arrived at the Silverlake in 
July last year, was dropping into 
the Conference South after a career 
spent in the Football League and 
Conference Premier, their fears will 
have been hastily assuaged. 

By the time he was ripping off his 
shirt to reveal the rippling torso 
that is testament to a virtuous 
lifestyle, and joining jubilant 
Spitfires fans in celebration of that 
electrifying strike at Eastbourne, 
Fleetwood’s rampaging, energetic 
displays had long since convinced of 
his dedication to Eastleigh FC. 

The Gloucester-born player con¬ 
firmed just how much he is enjoying 
his time as part of Richard Hill’s 
promotion chasers in January; 
agreeing, six months after his move 
south, to extend his stay at the club 
through to the end of season 
2014/2015. 

“When I came in I was a big name 
stepping down a league, but with 
my experience and the level I’ve 
played at before I want to get this 
club as high as possible. 

“I don’t want to be in this league 
longer than one season, and hope¬ 
fully I won’t be. 

“I’m looking to push us on and, 
wherever I am, if I’m playing, I’ll 
try and give everything and run 
until the last minute. 

“I think that’s the philosophy 
we’ve got here. 

“We’ve scored a lot of late winners 
and that shows the character we’ve 
got. I think we’ll be able to continue 
that. 

“As soon as the gaffer signed his 
contract, he gave me a ring and said 
he wanted to sign me for next sea¬ 
son. 

“I said “yes” straight away. 

“I like what the club’s doing - I 
like how it’s run. 

“They try and do everything prop¬ 
erly. If the lads need to stay over in 
hotels they’ll put us up. 

“The training is excellent. 

“Even the smaller details - like 
having the kit sorted - are impor¬ 
tant. 


“If all those things weren’t right, I 
maybe could have thought “shall I 
leave it and chance it with another 
club in the summer”, but as soon as 
the manager asked me it was done 
pretty quickly. 

“It wasn’t a difficult decision.” 

“One of the top ones” is 
Fleetwood’s categorical view on 
where being part of a promotion 
winning Eastleigh unit would rank 
in his list of playing accomplish¬ 
ments. 

He might have earned a move to 
Championship side Charlton 
Athletic on the back of his golden 
campaign at Forest Green, and 
counted Gareth Bale and Joe Ledley 
as colleagues in Welsh under-21 
teams, but the beat of Fleetwood’s 
words definitely quicken as he con¬ 
siders the prospect of being a cham¬ 
pionship winner. 

“It would be massive. 

“I’ve had a promotion with 
Hereford through the play-offs (into 
League Two in 2006), and a promo¬ 
tion with Exeter City, (out of League 
Two in 2009) but I didn’t spend the 
full season at either club. 

“Eastleigh is a big club - we’ve got 
a lot of pressure on us and every¬ 
body is expecting us to go up. 

“If we fulfil that, then it would be 
a great achievement. 

“I’ve been at Luton for the last two 
years. 

“It looks like they’re going to go 
up this year and finally fulfil their 
potential, but this is their fifth sea¬ 
son in the Conference. 

“It’s taken them a long time, so for 
Eastleigh to do it in their first full 
season when they’ve had strong 
backing would be a terrific feat. 

“To spend the whole season at the 
club, with a tight group of players - 
I think we’ve only got 16 or 17 first- 
team professionals - it would be fan¬ 
tastic. 

“We’ve still got two games in 
hand, and Bromley to play (on April 
8) which is massive. 

“Things might change and it could 
be all over by then. Funnier things 
have happened. 

“But, it is most likely that that 
game will be huge and could even 
decide it. 

“It’s not nice for them, looking 
down and seeing us, from 11 
points behind two weeks ago, now 
five points behind (a deficit 
reduced to two points after 
Eastleigh beat Chelmsford City 1-0 
on Tuesday night, while Bromley 
slumped 4-0 at home against 
Dover). 

“That must be tough for them to 
take, and we’re not going to let our 
foot off the gas’. 

On April 26 the final occupant of 
the Conference South’s Number One 
spot will be resolved once and for 
all. 

Three days earlier Stuart 
Fleetwood will have turned 28; 
another year’s wisdom accrued by a 
footballer who is always seeking “to 
learn and improve”. 

The celebratory drinks will go 
down rather more smoothly if he is 
toasting a first league winners’ 
medal.
